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Officer Reports 
The Vice President of Medical Center Activities, Chris Chesley, not only managed her 


committees but also met, greeted, introduced and lunched with the speakers at each general 
meeting. Marletta Darnall, Chairman of the Child Psychiatry Unit/Rush Day School, and her 
committee met with Dr. Poznanski who toured them through the in-patient unit. A visit to the 
Rush Day School with the educational coordinator, Dr. Pergamont followed. Appropriations 
were made to assist these areas of the hospital. Karen Howell, Chairman of the Cancer 
Treatment Center and her committee completed the successful decoration of one of three large 
treatment rooms and continues to furnish live plants for the center. Juli Grainger, Chairman of 
the Nursing Committee reported that her committee continued to support this area with $50,000 
in scholarship money - which accounts for nearly 20% of straight scholarships in Nursing. The 
new Gerontology Committee under the leadership of Mary Frey has been formed and has been 


exploring the needs of the Bowman Center. 


The Vice President of Community Activities, Evelyn Wilbanks, has worked closely 
with her committees. This year the Pediatrics Committee, chaired by Patsy Magner, heard 
presentation by staff members of the Woman’s & Children’s Services. The committee made 
appropriations to support the Family Violence Center, equipment in the Intensive Care Unit for 
pediatric services, a VCR and videos for the Pediatric Ambulatory Outpatient Unit and a new 
project of Care Packages for needy pediatric/toddler patients who are leaving the hospital. The 
Social Services Committee, chaired by Kay O’Malley, continues its outreach program to 


hundreds of families in the Medical Center. 
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The Vice President of In-Services, Laurie Friedeman, reported that Gwen Schink and 
Arlene Teichen continue to watch over chapel needs and the memorial services. The Woman’s 
Board appropriates the needed funds and we have appreciated Dr. Burton’s faithful participation 
at our meetings. There is need to evaluate the Craft Cart Committee since the Finance 
Committee did not appropriate the requested funds for this committee because it feels that it is 


no longer a priority area. Budgetary constraints have limited some of the necessary repair work 


for the patient room prints from the art cart. 


The Vice President of Membership, Peggy Douaire, did a wonderful job in organizing 
committee-on-committees and setting the pattern for chairmen to begin their responsibilities 
today. The membership committee under Diane Kelly’s leadership has brought nine new 
members to the Board. Please get to know them. The Delegates are representatives of the 
areas’ Episcopal and Presbyterian Churches. We need to encourage their participation and find 


ways to make other churches want to participate. 


The Vice President of Fundraising Activities, Susan Wright, was a terrific help during 
the transition of the Gift Shop Manager. The Art Gallery, under the guidance of Alyce Sigler, 
continues to provide opportunities for artists to exhibit their work and contribute 15% of their 
sales to the Woman’s Board. This year, the Art Gallery worked with the Art Therapy 
Department in a special exhibition of patient work. Although the income we have received this 


year is small, only $475, it continues to provide an aesthetic environment for our patients and 
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visitors. The Board Members Fund under Karen McGovern brought in $21,912 this year. 


The Winnetka Auxiliary have been marvelous in their support. We received a check 
in May for $16,500 from the 1991 Cook’s Tour. Congratulations to Mary Frey, the new 
President of the Winnetka Auxiliary. 


Challenges Ahead 
These past two years have been challenging yet rewarding! We began by moving our 


office during reconstruction and decorating, moving back in - sheparding three gift shops during 
months of confusion caused by the manager’s illness and death, coping with the economies of 
donor apathy,....but all the time thoroughly encouraged by the tenacity of many of you who 
focus on what are purpose really is - to help the medical center - by services, contributions and 
volunteering. 
Let me please suggest some issues for us to continue thinking about: 
Re Ineffective and obsolete committees; we need to take a hard look at our current 
list of committees to ascertain if they are meeting the needs of the medical center 
and of our board. Also, the committee structure needs to be examined to

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Jazz, fashion fuse at annual hospital show

“All that’s Jazz — Fashion Fu- 
sion’”’ is the theme of the 66th An- 
nual Fashion Show of the Woman’s 
Board of Rush-Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Medical Center. 

Muriel (Benjamin) Duster, 
chairman of this year’s show, 
reported on this year’s Fashion 
Show Raffle and the 18 exciting 
prizes at a formal tea for manne- 
quins, exhibitors and the media, 
held at the Casino Club recently. 


United Airlines and United 
Vacations have teamed up to und- 
werwrite this year’s raffle which 
includes over 15 exciting vacation 
trips to eight international and 
seven U.S. destinations. 


United Airlines is the exclusive 
airline of the fashion show and 
United Vacations is serving as the 
exclusive tour operator, providing 
luxury hotel accommodations 
along with: most of the travel 
prizes. 


Proceeds of the 66th Fashion 
Show will benefit the Woman’s 
Board Depression Treatment & 
Research Center in the Rush In- 
stitute for Mental Well-Being. The 
center — located at 1725 W. Har- 
rison St., on the medical center’s 
main campus — offers com- 


‘prehensive services for people, . 


young and old, suffering from all 
types of depression and depres- 
sion-related illnesses. — 

The fashion show is called the 
largest and oldest continuous 
charitable fashion show in the 
country and is one of the most 
prestigious social fund-raising 
events in Chicago. The benefit was 
started in 1927 and by 1992 will 
have raised more than $5 million 
for Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center. 

The Woman’s Board began its 
fund-raising 123 years ago, holding 
such events as balls, bicycle teas, 
bazaars and fairs. In 1927, Mrs. 
Hathaway Watson and Mrs. Frank 
Hibbard were in France and each 
saw a charity fashion show, one in 
Deauville and the other in Cannes. 

When they returned, they com- 
pared notes and decided it would 
be a wonderful idea for the 
Woman’s Board of St. Luke’s 
Hospital. They went to James 
Simpson at Marshall Field & 
Company, who gave his en- 
couragement and backing. Field’s 
agreed to present the bride and 
bridal party and has done so ever 
since. 

On Oct. 27, 1927, the first St. 
Luke’s Fashion Show was held in 
the ballroom of the former Stevens 
Hotel. Two performances were 


by a tea and dinner show. With 30 
shops exhibiting and 62 manne- 
quins modeling, the board netted 
$32,000. Now, with one perfor- 
mance, more than 200 mannequins 
appear and proceeds far exceed 
the original figure. 

In addition to the Stevens Hotel, 
the Fashion Show has been pres- 
ented in the Civic Opera House, 
Orchestra Hall and, since 1945, in 
Medinah Temple. Some of 
Chicago’s finest stores and shops 
exhibit their wares in the show. 
Marshall Field’s has participated 
in every show since 1927. 

For more than 40 years, the 
fashion show has had sponsors in- 
cluding Marshall Field’s, Mandel 
Brothers, United Airlines, Santa 
Fe Railroad, Bonwit Teller, Tex- 
aco, Admiral Corporation, 
Packard Dealers of Chicago, 
Alsonett Resort Hotels, Hotels

described as the fine care they 
received at the medical center. 
Other sponsors include: First 
Federal of Chicago, the Harold T. 
Martin Foundation, Mrs. James S.

In 1969, when the Woman’s 
Board endowed a chair of pediat- 
rics, the first such project ever 
undertaken by a hospital women’s 
auxiliary, the money from the 
sponsor went directly to support it. 

In 1977, the sponsor’s contribu- 
tion was given to the Woman’s 
Board Cancer Treatment Center to 
which the board has donated $2 
million. The board has also 
established the Woman’s Board 
Revolving Loan Fund to provide 
financial assistance to the students 
of the four colleges of Rush Uni- 
versity. 

The fund also supported an 
$800,000 professorship in — child 
psychiatry, which was the first of 
its kind in Illinois. In 1989, the 
Woman’s Board completed a 
$650,000 pledge for the new 
Perinatal Center within the 
Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology. The current project is 


Depression Treatment and 
Research Center of the Rush In- 
stitute for Mental Well-Being. 

Over the years, women, men and 
children from Chicago’s most 
distinguished families have 
modeled in the Fashion Show, in- 
cluding daughters and gran- 
daughters, sons and grandsons, 
media and sports personalities. 

Many shops have the clothes 
they exhibit specially designed for 
the fashion show by some of the 
leading designers in the country 
and abroad, who often come to 
Chicago for the event. 

In 1964, Audrey Hepburn’s 
costumes from ‘‘My Fair Lady” 
were shown by special permission 
of Warner Brothers, and Marshall 
Field’s commissioned Cecil Beaton 
to design gowns for the bride and 
bridal party, a fashion first. 

Fabulous furs are shown. Jewels 
worth a fortune are exhibited and 
the mannequins wearing them are 
accompanied by special detectives 
from the security room to the 
stage and back after they have 
completed their appearance. 

The fashion show currently in- 
volves more than 500 people and 
requires three rehearsals.. he 
backstage activity is said to be 
similar to that of a Broadway 
show, only at the fashion show, 
every-mannequin is a star.
